The nation s veterans and their families comprise about 
40'per cent of the U. S. population.

About 9 out of every r n veterans are employed. World 
War 11 veterans, m the prime working ages of 30 to 50, 
are the backbone of our labor force. More than half of them 
are professionals, managers, or skilled craftsmen. 
Two factors account tor the outstanding adjustment vet­ 
erans nave made to postwar civilian life — (1) the structure 
of veterans benefits and (2) miliary service itself, which 
tempered minds, bodies and developed a mature sense of 
value in our American way of life. 
Veterans of America do not want to be congratulated for 
their achievements in war and in peace. They are reluctant 
to be singled out; they don’t consider themselves to be he­ 
roes. Moreover, they know they didn’t serve all alone. People 
were needed to back them up— wives, mothers, 
fathers, 
farmers, factory workers. Millions of American lives were 
changed during America’s war efforts. 
But— especially in today’s world so full of menace, so fate­ 
ful for mankind—Veterans Day brings to focus a great 
American truth . . . 
Ordinary Americans—the everyday people with whom 
we live and work—are capable of greatness when great 
challenges are set before them! 
Wrhen the preservation of America and the defense of 
our ideals are at stake, patriotic men and women in ev­ 
ery generation will respond to the demands necessary. 
They will again, as they have before, bring forth the 
courage, sacrifice and loyalty that has made our land so 
great.

John Kennedy did just that. He 
won. Richard Nixon took a m a­ 


jority of the states, but that did 
not help the Republicans.

The Washington Merry-Go-Round

ter N ehru of India has a great 
opportunity to break the danger­

Am erican deadlock 
when he speaks before the Gen­ 
eral Assem bly of the United Na 
tions today (Nov. 10). 
There is no question but that 
both President Kennedy and Pre­ 
m ier Khrushchev m ost devoutly 
do not w ant war. N either do the 
A m erican or the Russian people. 
Yet both countries have been so 
near the brink that a false shot 
fired by a Berlin policem an could 
plunge the world into atomic ca­ 
tastrophe. 
In a deadlock like this, a neu­ 
tral of N ehru’s stature, patience, 
and 
dedication 
to 
peace, 
can 
som etim es achieve where others 
fail. He could supply the push so 
badly needed to get the two most 
powerful 
nations 
in 
the 
world 
back on a basis of constructive 
negotiation. 
Victory without Headlines 
T here’s 
a 
significant 
contrast 
between the quiet negotiations of 
Adlai Stevenson which led to a 
new UN secretary general in New 
York, 
and 
the 
blustery threats 
which lost the United States pres­ 
tige in Berlin. 
Here is a case history of both: 
Dag H am m arskjold’s successor 
—it was just one day before the 
UN G eneral Assembly met that 
Dag H am m arskjöld was killed in 
Africa. The news brought world­ 
wide speculation that the United 
Nations 
could not survive. The 
Russians had been boycotting it. 
They had refused to pay dues, 
proposed th at a three-m an secre­ 
tariat 
should 
replace 
H am m ar­ 
skjöld. So his death gave them 
an opportunity to revam p the en 
tire m achinery of the United Na­ 
tions. 
Yet last week, six weeks after 
H am m arskjold’s death, an interim 
successor was appointed with ev 
ery Russian objections removed. 
This was accomplished by Ad­ 
lai Stevenson’s patient diplomacy 
plus the fact that President Ken­ 
nedy gave his UN ambassador 
complete authority to do what he 
saw fit.

Soviets Negotiate 
Instead,

ry the ball for a UN secretary 
general with the sam e power as 
Dag 
H am m arskjöld. 
He 
spent 
m any hours conferring with them 
and with Soviet Am bassador Zo­ 
rin. It took six long and patient 
weeks. 
But 
gradually 
the 
Russians 
w thdrew 
their 
Troika 
plan 
of 
three secretaries, each with the 
power of veto. Then they 
with­ 
drew their plan of giving assistant 
secretaries 
the right to power. 
Then 
they yielded on their de­ 
m and of six assistant secretaries, 
two from the Soviet bloc. 
Finally they withdrew their de 
m and th at the new secretary gen­ 
eral m ake a statem ent of policy 
which would tie his hands for the 
future.

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About Our Schools

Next week parents wil lbe re­ 
ceiving progress reports from the 
school noting the grades that their 
children have earned for the first 
quarter 
of 
school. 
Contrary 
to 
statements tha tstudents, and some 
times we as parents, make “ the 
teacher does not give a grade” 
rather it is the best measure avail­ 
able of the quality of work that 
the child has done. In most cases 
it is based on several standards or 
measures 
including 
daily 
class, 
work, homework, test scores, and 
frequently special reports, examin­ 
ations or written work. 


We doubt that any entirely satis­ 
factory or “ foolproof” grading or 
reporting system has ever been de­ 
veloped, but we use what we con­ 
sider to be a system that gives 
the parent the best possible pic­ 
ture of the progress that the child 
is making as well as other im­ 
portant facts about his develop­ 
ment and behavior. From time to 
time we make changes in the re­ 


porting system, which we think 
improve it and after parents — and 
teachers — get used to the change, 
it usually proves to be a bit better 
as a reporting devise. 
Our

that we usually get better results 
and 
actually 
more

when we urge each child to do all 
that he is capable of doing rather 
than to allow him to be satisfied 
if he merelv does better than his 
grades

is with his classmates. This same 
system is followed through lower 
and super secondary until he grad­ 
uates from the l2th grade. 
While, as we said previously, we 
do not think this or any system 
of grading is perfect, we do think 
that the parents can 
get a fairly 
accurate picture of the child’s p<o- 
gress. Generally, a much better re 
port can be given through a par- 
en-teacher conference and we urge 
the parent to arrange for such a 
conference, especially if there are 
questions or problems. 
In any case, we think it most 
beneficial if the parent will ex­ 
amine the progress deport careful­ 
ly and discuss it with the child. 
Praise or recognition of good work 
shuld follow as well as 
some 
prompt and reasonable approach 
to bding about improvement if the 
work is below the ability of the 
student. The interest of the parent 
in the report, and only this can 
make the student feel that good 
work is indicated by good marks 
is important.

When 
the man returned he demanded an 
accounting and rewarded or pun- 
; ished his servants as they had us­ 
ed or misused the money entrust­ 
ed to them.

Jesus used this parable to illus­ 
trate God's dealings with men. He 
used the money given the servants 
to illustrate 
those things 
which 
God gives us to use in helping to 
maintain and extend his kingdom. 
It seems that this parable em­ 
phasizes four facts: 
1. God gives to each person the 
ability to do some job well. 
2. God will demand an account­ 
ing for the manner in which such 
ability is used. 
3. Those who use their ability 
: to do good will be rewarded and 
those who misuse it will be punish­ 
ed. 
4. Though Jesus was hated and 
I killed by his enemies while he 
was on earth. He has authority 
from God to judge humanity as his 
representative — to give rewards 
to those who please him and to 
withhold rewards from those who 
; displease him. 
It is self-evident that every nor­ 
mal person is born with the ability 
to do something worth whrlen^lt 
may not be the ability to B erirt 
leader in some great field of ac-| 
tivity. But no one is so poor that 
he does not possess something that 
i can be used in serving God and his 
fellow man.

es. our minds, our homes, our 
farms, stores, shops, jobs and pos­ 
sessions of all kinds; and God ex­ 
pects us to use them for the ex­ 
tension of his kingdom here on 
earth and for the benefit of his 
humanity.

Really, God 
merely lends 
us 
what we call our possessions, for 
ail things belong to him, and he 
gives us the choice of using or 
misusing these loaned possessions.: 
Inasmuch as all life 
and 
all 
things come from God. he has a 
perfect right to demand an ac­ 
counting from those to whom he 
has given life as concerns the man­ 
ner in which they have used the 
possessions entrusted to them. 
In order to prepare for the ac­ 
counting which all must give, only 
one condition is required. That i s ; 
faithfulness. Whether our ability 
to serve is great or small, we can 
be faithful to God and humanity in • 
serving. This is all that is demand-1 
ed.

They would be decent and reli­ 
gious, but they are afraid of be­ 
ing called old-fashioned and being 
shunned by the social climbers. 
Then, there are folks who are too 
lazy to use the ability God gives 
them. They prefer ease to acti- i 
vity, loafing to working, and they j 
wrap their ability to serve in a 
napkin, trusting God to be m erci­ 
ful to them when they come to 
judgment. 
God has given to us all life, our j 
natural senses and the ability to

During the time that he lived in 
Cuba, Dr. Mendoza was a personal 


friend of Batista, the man over­ 
thrown by Castro. He attributed

Cuban government to three fac­ 
tors: “His photographic memory, 
his gift of gab, and his stenograph­ 
ic abilities.” 
Not only did Batista live in the 
doctor’s house for several years, 
but Castro, upon becoming dicta­ 
tor, also took up residence there. 
Dr. Mendoza described Castro as a 
“very impressive man who also 
had the gift of gab.” In talking

Ken* 
nedy’s political strategists. There 
have been serious breaks inside 
the Democratic ranks. 
Some of this revolt has been or­ 
ganized by groups which serious­ 
ly' fear a Soviet invasion and ac­ 
tually wear shoulder holster guns 
at their socials in southwestern 
sections of the land—and I do not 
here refer to the California “sur­ 
vival’ ’ bands training in the hills. 
Some antagonism to the White 
House has spread across the en­ 
tire southern belt because of an 
uneasiness over the operations of 
Cuban agents in Mexico. 
But this is not what truly wor. 
ries the strategists. What more 
deeply disturbs them are defec­ 
tions 
rn 
concentrated 
industrial 
areas and sonic big cities not 
industrial at all. 
There have been many private 
conversations—and off the record 
phone calls—between the White 
House men and labor leaders in 
the big towns. 
From many districts the word 
was that the big city labor lead­ 
ers and party officials might not 
be able to hold the rank and file 
during the generally undramatic 
municipal campaigns 
and that 
the results could well be dram atic 
if there were heavy losses and 
slim victory margins. 
At this point John F. Kennedy 
decided to make sorties in per­ 
son, by special letter and long 
distance telephone into the big 
communities. 
Behind 
this 
decision 
is 
the 
memory of a brilliant political re. 
jwrt made to the Kennedys by 
Ted Sorensen 
some five years 
ago. Mr. Sorensen, a devotee of 
anonymity, now is more than just 
special counsel to the President 
He is a most trusted and saga­ 
cious confidant of JFK. 
And with good reason. It was 
in 1956 that Mr. Soresen blue­ 
printed Mr. 
Kennedy’s strategy 
for victory. This was in a special 
report which said in effect that 
Mr Kennedy could win the nomi­ 
nation and election if he concen­ 
trated on seven heavily industri­ 
alized 
a n d 
populated 
areas. 
Among them were the metropoli­ 
tan districts of New York—New 
Jersey, 
Philadelphia, 
Chicago, 
Los Angeles St. Louis Cleveland 
and Detroit. 
John Kennedy did just that. He 
won. Richard Nixon took a m a­ 


jority of the states, but that did 
not help the Republicans. 
Nixon carried, for example, a 
vast majority of the counties in 
Michigan. 
But 
he 
lost 
Wayne 
County (Detroit) and so lost Mich­ 
igan. 
If the Democrats could not re­ 
peat those victories in the metrop­ 
olises, they were in real difficul­ 
ties. 
They 
were 
disturbed 
by 
reports of aggressive Republican 
organi/ationL in San Antonio where 
the COP had put up a congres­ 
sional candidate for the first time 
since 194$. This was the Gonza- 
iez-Cioode contest. 
The 
Democrats’ 
concern 
was 
apparently justified. Henry Gon­ 
zalez, 
deeply 
respected 
by 
a 
strong following finally ran 
up 
some 10(100 votes ahead of the Re­ 
publicans. But the GGP got some 
45 per cent of the vote this past 
Nov. 4, compared with 20 per 
cent in 1948. 
The last time Gonzalez ran for 
state senator he won by 37,000 
votes. This time he took the con­ 
gressional seat by 
10,000. 
Last 
time it ran about 55 per cent, in 
effect, this makes the district a 
“m arginal” one by political defi­ 
nition, and Representative Gonza­ 
lez must now run for office again 
rn a year. 
lf all this was developing in the 
Democratic stronghold of San An­ 
tonio, in Texas, what of the trend 
in the northern cities? And was 
this the development in ail big 
communities? 
Since 
the 
Demo­ 
crats are weak in rural areas, 
weakness in strong labor centers 
would be disastrous rn ’62 and 
'64. 
Not many folks take tile trouble 
to count our population centers. 
But the White House strategists—• 
and the tacticians on the ethel 
side—do. Only recently a survey 
than IOO million are concentrated 
in

metropolitan 
areas. 
Of 
these the bulk ade in such centers 
as the New 
York 
metropolitan 
area, now running higher than 20 
million (depending, of course, on 
where you close the circle). 
To hold such areas, Jack Ken­ 
nedy decided to do it himself, as 
he did it in New York and New 
Jersey. His Cabinet people will 
hit tile road, too. But so will he 
whenever he gets the chance and 
that chance is consistent with tile 
dignity of the presidency of the 
U.S. 
He is not forgetting, nor will he 
permit those around him to for­ 
get, the lessons of the 1956 blue.

The Washington Merry-Go-Round

WASHINGTON — Prim e Minis­ 
ter Nehru of India has a great 
opportunity to break the danger­ 
ous Soviet 
American deadlock 
when he speaks before the Gen­ 
eral Assembly of the United Na 
bons today (Nov. IO). 
There is no question but that 
both President Kennedy and Pre­ 
mier Khrushchev most devoutly 
do not want war. Neither do the 
American or the Russian people. 
Yet both countries have been so 
near the brink that a false shot 
fired by a Berlin policeman could 
plunge the world into atomic ca­ 
tastrophe. 
In a deadlock like this, a neu­ 
tral of Nehru’s stature, patience, 
and 
dedication 
to 
peace, 
can 
sometimes achieve where others 
fail. He could supply the push so 
badly needed to get the two most 
powerful 
nations 
in 
the 
world 
back on a basis of constructive 
negotiation 
Victory without Headlines 
There’s 
a 
significant 
contrast 
between the quiet negotiations of 
Adlai Stevenson which led to a 
new UN secretary general in New 
York, and the blustery threats 
which lost the United States pres­ 
tige in Berlin. 
Here is a case history of both: 
Dag Hammarskjold’s successor 
—it was just one day before the 
UN General Assembly met that 
Dag Ilammarskjold was killed in 
Africa. The news brought world­ 
wide speculation that the United 
Nations could not survive. The 
Russians had been boycotting it. 
They had refused to pay dues, 
proposed that a three-man secre­ 
tariat 
should 
replace Ham m er- 
skjold. So his death gave them 
an opportunity to revamp the en 
tire machinery of the United Na­ 
tions. 
Yet last week, six weeks after 
liam inarskjold’s death, an interim 
successor was appointed with ev 
cry Russian objections removed. 
This was accomplished by Ad- 
tai Stevenson’s patient diplomacy 
plus the fact that President Ken­ 
nedy gave his UN ambassador 
complete authority to do what he 
saw fit. 
There were tunes when t h e 


State Department in Washington 
got 
impatient 
with 
Stevenson, 
wanted him 
to get tough and 
pound on the 
table. Hts reply 
was “ What do you w ant-head- 
lines or an agreement?” 
S o m e 
Democratic 
politicians 
also grumbled that Stevenson was 
being soft on communism. They 
remembered the TV appearances 
of 
Ambassador 
H e n r y 
Cabot 
Lodge when he thundered publicly 
at Soviet delegates, put on a show 
that won him the top nomina­ 
tion for vice president. 
Soviets Negotiate 
Instead, 
Stevenson 
puked 
12 
neurtal nations and let them car­ 
ry the ball for a UN secretary 
general with the same power as 
Dag 
Haimnaiskjold. 
He 
spent 
many hours conferring with them 
and with Soviet Ambassador Zo­ 
rin. It took six long and patient 
weeks. 
But 
gradually 
Ute 
Russians 
wthdrew 
their Troika 
plan of 
thiee secretaries, each with the 
power of veto. Then they 
with­ 
drew their plan of giving assistant 
secretaries the right to power. 
Then they yielded on their de­ 
mand of six assistant secretaries, 
two from the Soviet bloc. 
Finally they withdrew their de 
mand that the new secretary gen­ 
eral make a statem ent of policy 
which would tie his hands for the 
future. 
Every one of these restrictions 
had 
been 
withdrawn 
when 
U 
Thant took the oath last week 
with just as much power as Dag 
Hammarskjoid. 
In 
addition 
the 
Russian boycott of the UN has 
been removed, which makes him 
even stronger. 
lf Stevenson had pounded on 
the table or blustered, the Rus­ 
sians would have got their backs 
up. Instead he used patience and 
reason. 
Bluster in Berlin — When Gen. 
Lucius Clay was sent to 
West 
Berlin, everyone who knew C lay 
expected action. As deputy under- 
publicly 
took 
responsibility 
for 
the grave error in not getting 
written allied rights to traverse 
the 110-mile highway from West 
Berlin to West Germany. 


Many believe Clay was alibiing 
for Eisenhower. Whether true or 
false, Clay weut back to the scene 
of a major error to undo that 
error. 
Shortly after Clay arrived, he 
held an off-the-record press con- 
fcrcnc at which he let word drop 
that Ute USA was ready to recog 
raze East Ber im. This definitely 
was U.S. policy at that time. But 
tile furor from 
West Germany 
over this leak was so great that 
next day Clay issued a flat de­ 
nial. Now Kennedy Is frozen with 
thai denial. It has solidified Amer­ 
ican policy. 
Next, General Clay reinstated 
U.S. military patrols on the high­ 
way. These had been removed in 
recent years, but Clay reinstated 
them as a show of strength. 
Two weeks ago the Russians 
proceeded to shoo these patrol* 
off the highway. We bowed, be­ 
cause we knew that in any show­ 
down it was the Russians, not we, 
who had the strength. 
About the same time U. S. diplo­ 
mats insisted on going through 
the gate into E ast Berlin without 
showing their credentials to East 
German police. They were willing 
to show them to the Russians, but 
not to the East Germans. 
John 
Foster 
Dulles, 
back 
in 
1958, had adopted the policy that 
the United States would permit 
scrutiny of American credentials 
by East German police “acting 
as agents for the Russians.” 
Despite this, 
and despite the 
fact that secretary of State Rusk 
had told Foreign Minister Gromy­ 
ko that we would stand on sub- 
ant e iii Berlin not on detail, the 
American m ilitary marched tanks 
up to the Berlin border in a ma­ 
neuver which brought out Russian 
tanks in one of the most danger­ 
ous incidents of the. cold war. 
Net Result Glorious headlines 
and inglorious retreat. East Ger­ 
mans are now scrutinizing U.S. 
credentials. 
This is what headline diplomacy 
by the military can achieve as 
against patient diplomacy behind 
tile scenes at the United Nations.

American Education Week. No­ 
vember 5-11, is being observed by 
schools throughout the United Stat­ 
es this week. 
Tliis annual event is observed ev­ 
ery November during the week in 
which Veterans Day is included. It 
is a period in which the schools 
report to the general public on 
their methods, achievements, pur­ 
poses, needs, and problems. 
Primarily the basic idea for 
American Education Week came 
from the growing concern over the 
illiteracy and physical unfitness of 
the American people during World 
War I. Conferences held between 
representatives of the National 
Education Association and the new­ 
ly formed American Legion led to 
the first American Education Week 
in 1921. 
This plan was for “securing for 
America a program of education 
adequate to meet the needs of the 
Twentieth Century, and which will 
give very boy and girl that train­ 
ing and equipment which is right­ 
fully his under our democratic 
government.” 
Observance of this event has 
been co-sponsored by the United 
States Office of Education, former­ 
ly the Bureau of Education, since 
1922 
The National Congress of 
Parents and Teachers became the 
fourth national sponsor in 1939.

purpose 
of 
American Education Week is to 
make American citizens aware of 
the importance and necessity of 
education, especially in a demo­ 
cratic country, and to help them 
realize that education is their re­ 
sponsibility. 
Specific purposes are to explain 
the modern school system — its 
curriculum, teaching methods, and 
material: to increase public under­ 
standing and appreciation of edu­ 
cation; to reveal school problems, 
weaknesses, and needs; and to 
strengthen the ties between the 
public school system and the com­ 
munity. 
These purposes may be achieved 
only by encouraging the public, es­ 
pecially the parents of school chil­ 
dren. to visit the school, and by 
explaining the problems of the 
schools through the various news 
media to those who do not visit 
the school.
